GRAFTING FRUIT TREES. 
G rafting fruit trees is an old and 
useful art. 
M any fru it grow ers arc 
finding it p rofitable to top gra ft trees 
of undesirable varieties, 
even a fte r 
they come come into bearing, to bet­ 
ter varieties. 
A successfully 
top -grafted 
tree, 
with its 
original 
root system 
unim ­ 
p aired, will rem ain normal size for its 
age in 4 or 5 years a fte r grafting. 
G rafts should not be m ade on limbs 
more than two inches in diam eter nor 
on old trees. E ight or ten years is 
about the 
age limit 
for 
p rofitable 
grafting. 
“G ra fting” says I. P. Lewis, assist­ 
ant in horticulture at the Ohio Exp eri 
merit station, “consists in tak ing a 
short 
p iece 
of 
m ature 
one 
year 
growth, called the 
cion, of 
sired variety, cutting this to a long 
tap ering wedge and inserting this in 
a corresp onding sp lit in the* limb or 
tree, called the stock , to be grafted. 
The inside edge of the bark , or cam ­ 
bium layer, of cion and stock must 
join and grow together. 
“ All exp osed surfaces are carefully 
covered with grafting wax to k eep 
the wood from drying out. 
The gra ft 
ing is done as growth sta rts in the 
sp ring. 
The cions a n 1 cut while dor­ 
m ant and k ep t in cool moist saw dust 
or soil until tree growth starts. 
“G rafting wax is made by m elting 
together 1 p arts of rosin, 2 of bees­ 
wax, and 1 of tallow. 
The m ixture is 
p oured into cold w a te r and work ed 
lik e taffy until uniform in texture.”
